Airplane squadron 
leads search exercise 
near Whitecourt

Helicopters, rescue crews and 
search aircraft roared over White- 
court yesterday practising what 
they do best — looking for lost air¬ 
craft. 

When a flight disappears off a 
radar screen somewhere in West¬ 
ern Canada, chances are the 435 
"Chinthe" Transport and Rescue 
Squadron will get the call. 

Equipped with hulking KCC-130 
Hercules airplanes, the squadron is 
on call 24/7 covering an area from 
Quebec City to the B.C. border, and 
all the way the Arctic. 

"We're out here to save lives 
when it might seem to some that it 


will be almost unlikely that sur¬ 
vivors will ever be found," said 
squadron team leader Master Cpl. 
Kaulin Damron during the exercise 
near Whitecourt, about 200 kilo¬ 
metres northwest of Edmonton. 

When a person is stranded or a 
flight has crashed, the squadron 
sends out its Hercs, packed with 
everything from chainsaws, sur¬ 
vival gear and medical equipment 
to food. 

Using GPS technology, along with 
high-tech mapping and guiding sys¬ 
tem, pilots fly the large airplanes in 
straight lines over a search area 


that could stretch as far as 300 km. 

Like mowing a lawn, the plane 
will spend hours flying back and 
forth over the search area, making 
sure no corners have been missed. 

While the Hercules is in flight, 
rescuers inside stare at the ground 
below from the machine's large 
glass windows to find anything that 
seems out of the ordinary, using 
night goggles after the sun sets. 

"Being in a Hercules, it's better 
than a search helicopter only if the 
site is at a longer distance simply 
because we can respond to it first," 
said Maj. Kelly Freitag during an op¬ 


eration exercise. 

"We can also stay out a long 
time." 

If a flight has crashed in forested 
rough terrain, for example, rescuers 
will look for broken branches — a 
key clue in discovering a crash site. 

"You are also looking for fires, 
smoke. If we see anything unusual 
we wiU go in and check it out." 

Once the crash site has been spot¬ 
ted, six paratroopers will jump off 
the plane and will offer medical at¬ 
tention, along with clearing space 
for emergency crews to get at a 
scene that is often remote and hard 
to get to. 

The squadron, along with mem¬ 
bers from the volunteer-based Civil 
Air Search and Rescue Association 
and the U.S. Air Force, wrapped up 
a three-day practice "scenario" mis¬ 
sion in finding a broken-down plane 
that carried seven passengers.

Driver trapped in

Customer

robbery

A robbery was thwarted at a 
north-end convenience store 
this weekend after a youth, 
armed with a rock and a 
plastic knife, was tackled by 
a quick-thinking customer. 

Just after 3 a.m. on Satur¬ 
day, the 16-year-old would-be 
robber entered a store on 114 
Avenue and Groat Road, de¬ 
manding cash and cigarettes. 

Within seconds, a male 
patron of the store threw the 
suspect to the ground and 
held him until police arrived. 

No injuries were reported 
in the incident, but Edmon¬ 
ton police warn the outcome 
could have been much dif¬ 
ferent. 

"Overall as a police serv¬ 
ice, we don't encourage peo¬ 
ple to get involved like that," 
said police spokeswoman 
Karen Carlson. "Thankfully 
it worked out that nobody 
was injured, but certainly 
there could have been the 
flipside where a number of 
people were injured." 

Carlson said that the best 
thing storeowners can do to 
protect themselves in the 
event of a robbery is to have 
a high-quality surveillance 
system installed, so that po¬ 
lice can better identify rob¬ 
bers after the fact. 

It is best for store employ¬ 
ees and patrons to comply 
with demands in the event of 
a robbery, as potential for in¬ 
jury is high for those who try 
to intervene, Carlson added. 

The 16-year-old male, 
who cannot be named under 
the Youth Criminal Justice 
Act, has been charged with 
one count of robbery and 
two counts of possession of 
a weapon.

Tornadoes killed at least 22 
people and injured hundreds 
as they ripped through com¬ 
munities in the central and 
southeastern United States 
over the weekend. 

Authorities said 14 people 
died in Missouri, six in Okla¬ 
homa and two in Georgia as 
the storms tracked a course 
from the border of Kansas 


and Oklahoma Saturday into 
Georgia yesterday, destroying 
homes, overturning cars, 
blocking roads, downing 
power lines and uprooting 
trees. 

Ten people died in Newton 
County, Missouri, on the bor¬ 
der with Oklahoma, accord¬ 
ing to Susie Stonner of the 
Missouri Emergency Man¬ 
agement Agency, adding that 
police had not ruled out find¬ 
ing more victims. 

Hardest hit was Racine, a 
tiny community in Newton 


County about 275 kilometres 
south of Kansas City. 

The path of destruction 
was a mile wide in some 
places, said Jason Schau- 
mann, a meteorologist with 
the National Weather Service 
in Missouri. 

"This looks like a very 
large tornado," he said. 
"We've got indications of cars 
that were thrown a quarter 
to a half mile, and frame 
homes that were swept off 
their foundations."

Pisani worthy 
of NHL honour 


ood guys do finish 
first. 

Fernando Pisani 
isn’t only a pretty good 
hockey player, the soft-spo¬ 
ken hometown boy made 
good with the Edmonton 
Oilers is one of the finest 
people I’ve met in 25 years 
rattling around hockey 
rinks. 

It was more than satisfy¬ 
ing, then, to get on the 
telephone late last week 
and let Pisani know his 
courageous comeback from 
a career-threatening bout 
of ulcerative colitis has 
made him a finalist for the 
Bill Masterton Memorial 
Trophy. 

Pisani, 31 , Detroit Red 
Wings defenceman Chris 
Chelios and Toronto Maple 
Leafs winger Jason Blake 
are the three finalists for 
the award, presented to the 
player who best exempli¬ 
fies the qualities of perse¬ 
verance, sportsmanship 
and dedication to hockey. 

Pisani has shown plenty 
of all three. 

“It’s an honour,” said 
Pisani, who is vacationing 
in Arizona. “It’s one of 
those things where you’re 
happy people recognize 
things you’ve gone 
through as an individual. 
There was a time when it 
was very scary not know¬ 
ing what would happen.” 

Most Oilers fans know 
Pisani’s story, but his being 
named a finalist makes it 
obvious his comeback has 
resonated around the NHL. 
The Masterton is voted on 
by members of the Profes¬ 
sional Hockey Writers Asso¬ 
ciation in all 30 cities. 

Pisani had been battling 
the condition — it’s a 
chronic inflammation of 
the large intestine — since 
being diagnosed with it in 
2005 when it worsened in 
the summer of 2007 . 

In a span of mere weeks, 
he lost almost 40 pounds. 
Pisani was bed-ridden and 
later hospitalized. He was 
facing career-ending sur¬ 
gery before a new course of 
drug therapy put him on 
the road to recovery.

he’d miss the entire 2007 - 
08 season while recovering, 
but after sitting out the

Pisani said. “You just want 
people to be aware. Some¬ 
thing that scares me is this 
is something that affects 
kids.” 

Pisani told his story in a 
recent Hockey News blog. 
He’s active around Edmon¬ 
ton in fundraising and has 
lent his efforts to a golf 
tournament to raise money 
for Crohn’s disease and Co¬ 
litis. 

“I couldn’t imagine any¬ 
one’s kid going through 
that,” he said. “It scares me 
every day worrying if my 
kids will ever have to go 
through that situation. I 
don’t want anybody to go 
through something like 
this.” 

The Masterton will be pre¬ 
sented at the NHL awards in 
Toronto on June 12 .

Saving trees with digital data 


Survey indicates 
Canadians want 
to save paper

A new study reveals the av¬ 
erage working Canadian 
prints 30 pages of docu¬ 
ments every day, of which 
12 are thrown into the 
garbage. 

The Leger Marketing 
study, produced in tandem 
with Recombo Paper Man¬ 
agement Systems and Telus 
Corporation highlighted the 
need for waste paper man¬ 
agement policies and digital 
document handling to re¬ 
duce paper use in the work¬ 
place. 

The study also showed 
that about half of Canadians 


surveyed would gladly use 
digital documentation in 
order to reduce paper waste 
at their place of work. 

Joe Pach, director of envi¬ 
ronment at Telus, says the 
company is committed to 
reducing paper through the 
introduction of paperless 
contracts for its business ac¬ 
counts, which use secure 
digital signatures and inter¬ 
active menus to eschew the 
need for paper. The docu¬ 
ments are protected 
by encryption and 
fully legally bind¬ 
ing. 

Pach explains 
that the initiative, 
called Telus Secure 
Contracts, is meant 
to reduce paper 
waste in high-vol¬ 
ume businesses that 
tend to use the most 


paper. 

"The average company 
makes something like 19 
copies of each customer-fac¬ 
ing document. Having a vir¬ 
tual interface eliminates that 
need to move paper around 
— it's a way of dealing with 
contracts that 


secure, digital and does away 
with paper," Pach said. 

A move to paperless docu¬ 
ments is quietly making its 
way into the working world, 
though progress is still slow. 

Several years ago, the law 
office of Behiel, Munkler & 
Will in Saskatchewan took 
20,000 documents and files 
and scanned them into a 
digital format, letting the 
files be sent electronically 
and stored on hard 
’ ives instead of in fil¬ 
ing cabinets. The 
company also con¬ 
verted many docu¬ 
ment processes, such 
as the filling of wills 
and land survey forms, 
to a digital format. 
Aaron Behiel, a partner 
at the firm, admits how¬ 
ever that many people 
still end up asking for 


paper copies of documents, 
though the initiative has 
been a success at saving 
paper overall. 

Pach suggests the accept¬ 
ance of paper-saving initia¬ 
tives such as digital 
documentation is being fu¬ 
elled at the grassroots level 
by employees themselves 
who want the companies 
they work for to be good 
corporate citizens. Luckily 
for businesses, saving paper 
saves money as well. 

"Employees today feel 
guilty about wasting paper 
and are expecting their em¬ 
ployers will take the lead on 
environmental conservation. 
You want to look at the cost 
savings as well — there are 
benefits beyond the environ¬ 
mental element," Pach said. 

Pach says the move to dig¬ 
ital documents also makes

sense from a standpoint of 
efficiency. 

"Who wants to stand at a 
printer watching bits of 
paper come out when they 
could be more efficiently en¬ 
gaged? We're in the business 
of moving ideas and infor¬ 
mation rather than people 
and paper," Pach said.

J ob hunting has become 
something of a sport in 
its own right.

DMX 

Rapper arrested 
for animal cruelty, 
drug possession 

Rap star DMX was arrested 
on Friday on suspicion of 
drug possession and animal 
cruelty after two searches of 
his home allegedly turned up 
weapons, drugs, dog car¬ 
casses and abused pit bulls. 

The Maricopa County i 2 
Sheriffs Office said DMX, 37, | 
whose real name is Earl Sim¬ 
mons, initially barricaded 
himself in his bedroom when 
officers arrived at his home 
at 3 a.m. 

He eventually surrendered 
without offering further re¬ 
sistance. 

"We are handling this case 
as we would any other inci¬ 
dent of alleged animal cru¬ 
elty," Maricopa County 


Attorney Andrew Thomas 
said in a statement. 

It was the second time this 
week DMX, who rose to 
fame with hardcore rap 


songs and hit albums like It's 
Dark and Hell is Hot, has run 
afoul of Arizona authorities. 

On Thesday, state police 
arrested him for driving at 


speeds as high as 114 miles 
per hour (183 kph) on a free¬ 
way. 

Police first raided his home 
in the Cave Creek community 
near Phoenix last August. 

They found 12 distressed 
pit bulls and three dead ani¬ 
mals partially buried on the 
property as well as a number 
of firearms. 

An indictment was issued 
on seven counts of animal 
cruelty after the August raid. 

Police staged Friday's raid 
to arrest DMX on charges 
from their initial investiga¬ 
tion. 

This time, they also found 
unspecified illegal drugs and 
five more pit bull puppies, 
which they removed from 
the house. 

Said Sheriff Joe Arpaio: 
"With all his money and 
fame, (DMX) has no excuse 


for not providing proper care 
for his animals." 

DMX pleaded guilty in 
New Jersey to animal cruelty 
charges in 2002 for neglect¬ 
ing some 13 pit bulls, accord¬ 
ing to news reports. 

As part of his sentence, he 
was required to make a pub¬ 
lic service announcement 
against animal abuse. 

He has also faced previous 
charges of possession of mar¬ 
ijuana and assault. 

The rapper has sold more 
than 20 million albums. The 
cover art for one of his recent 
CDs, Year of the Dog... Again 
depicts him restraining a 
snarling pit bull on a chain. 

While he is best known as 
a rapper, DMX also has acted 
in several movies including 
Romeo Must Die and Exit 
Wounds.

Hastings said.
